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Our trip to Peru was a once-in-a-lifetime adventure. We, six students and 
two teachers, from the perspective of a cyclist and a trekker, were able to see 
a country that is vastly different than Canada, it is one thing to be a 
passenger in a car viewing the countrys scenery, but quite another to bike 
through little villages acknowledging the people, smelling the smells, and 
tasting the tastes, which added a completely different dynamic to our 
experience. The cycling was challenging, riding through deserts, along cliffs, in 
the rain and hail, from long steep inclines, to small hills at altitude that had 
everyone in the group gasping for breath.

We all 
learned more about our own personal physical and mental limits as well as 
how to deal with our classmates and team-mates in both joyful and stressful 
situations, both of which we were able to take away from our time in Peru. 

When we were not biking we passed the time playing cards, dodging giant 
bees, hanging out in hot springs, and hanging out with our awesome guide 
Saul. Healey kept us entertained with prodding comments and eating the local 
wildlife, while Heidis often hard demeanour softened considerably when she 
realized that even she was not immune to the effects of travellers diarrhea. 
Jason made the discovery that ice cream would not boost ones IQ, no matter 
how much he ate; while Nico made great friends with some of Perus more 
prickly inhabitants - the cacti. While our time together in Peru was enjoyable 
many of us did fall ill at one point or another. Megumi sampled several IV drips 
throughout our trip, while Laura, Jason, and Nico all tried to console her by 
sharing a similar gastrointestinal health concern. 

With this experience, we return to Canada with a very different view of the 
world. We have witnessed and experienced desserts, remote islands with 
unique animal life, the world-famous Nazca Lines; seen the deepest canyon in 
the world, the Colca Canyon; been on the world's highest elevated lake - Lake 
Titicaca (insert joke here), trudged along Macchu Picchu and even climbed the 
incredibly difficult and lesser-known adjacent Wayna Picchu.

Over our seventeen 
days we didn't have a bad meal in spite of the very inexpensive cost; and we 
managed to give our taste buds new experiences such as guinea pig and 
alpaca. 

We traveled by bus, plane, train, taxi, bike-taxi, water taxi, trekking, and of 
course cycling. The beauty and wonder of Peru left us in awe, and the 
company of our teammates and the tour guides always managed to keep us 
smiling and inspired. All in all, this was truly a memorable and well-spent 
March Break.

Awareness and local concerns like the Cornerstone Food Bank. And oh yes, we have the #2 BCS 
Cadet Corps which is awesome. It's all true, but it's not what BCS is! 
You are the school. You are BCS. 

A more recent answer goes like this: 

Tell them BCS is a place where shy people are safe to develop their confidence; 
where idle people have the chance to get involved; 

where there are challenges for the taking up if you choose to do so; 
where failure can be a starting point; 
where perfection doesn't exist; 

I like that better because it is about you. You create the environment where your fellow students 
can develop their confidence even if it's something as simple as getting up and making an 
announcement in Chapel for the first time.

You do - many of you - take up challenges: world-class challenges like the Ondaatje 
Endeavour, academic challenges like making the Effort List, athletic and artistic challenges where 
you perform beyond your own expectations. And you bounce back after failure. I am constantly 
buoyed by the resilience of youth but you don't just do this for yourself. You create an environment 
where it's easy for your fellow students to accept defeat and to grow beyond it. And God knows, 
you aren't perfect. And that's the point, really: none of us is perfect. We are all works in progress. 
The learning must never stop. The moment it does, we will become bored, and as my wife is so 
fond of saying, "If you're bored, you're boring!" Remember what has been echoed often throughout 
this year: life, like this school, is what you make of it, so take advantage of every opportunity 
presented to you. 
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
